Total number of deaths, 65, including enteric fever, 1, and 4 
from phthisis pulmonalis. 

MARYLAND—Baltimore.—Month of June, 1902. Estimated popula- 
tion, 525,000—white, 445.000; colored, 80,000. Total number of deaths, 
874—-white, 621 ; colored, 243—including diphtheria, 5; enteric fever, 
13; measles, 6; scarlet fever, 4; whooping cough, 16; smallpox, 1, and 
124 from tuberculosis. 

MICHIGAN.—Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended July 19, 1902, from 89 observers, indicate that diarrhea, 
bronchitis, phthisis pulmonalis, cholera infantum, and erysipelas were 
more prevalent and smallpox and diphtheria were less prevalent than 
in the preceding week. Meningitis was reported present at 7, diph- 
theria at 20, whooping cough at 33, enteric fever at 38, scarlet fever at 
46, smallpox at 47, measles at 68, and phthisis pulmonalis at 230 places. 

Mortality during June, 1902.—There were only 2,234 deaths returned 
to the department of State for the month of June. This number was 
452 less than the number of deaths returned for May and 190 less than 
the number recorded for June, 1901. The death rate was 11.1 per 1,000 
population. There were 395 deaths of infants under 1 year of age ; 147 
deaths of children aged 1 to 4 years, inclusive, and 651 deaths of persons 
aged 65 years and over. Important causes of deaths were as follows : 
Tuberculosis of lungs, 176; other forms of tuberculosis, 29 ; typhoid 
fever, 27; diphtheria and croup, 29; scarlet fever, 16; measles, 32 ; 
whooping cough, 34; pneumonia, 160; diarrhea and enteritis, under 2 
years of age, 55; meningitis, 33; influenza, 11; cancer, 117; accidents 
and violence, 176. There were also 8 deaths from smallpox, distributed 
as follows: One each in the city of Escanaba, Delta County ; Wheatland 
Township, Mecosta County ; city of Menominee, Menominee County; 
Pioneer Township, Missaukee County ; Vassar Village, Tuscola County, 
and 3 in the city of Detroit.

Report from Hongkong—Cholera and plague. 


HONGKONG, CHINA, June 24, 1902. 


Str: I have the honor to transmit herewith the abstract of bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended June 21, 1902. 
Thirteen vessels were inspected, 818 individuals were bathed, and 932 
bundles of clothing and bedding were disinfected by steam. There 
were 7 rejections because of fever. The cholera situation remains about 
the same, 15 cases and 9 deaths having been reported during the week. 
Forty nine cases and 51 deaths from plague, 1 case of smallpox, and 2 
cases of enteric fever were also reported by the sanitary board. The 
plague epidemic has not been severe thus far this year, and practically 
all the cases have been among the Chinese popuiation. The total cases 
and deaths reported up to Saturday, June 21, are 329 and 322, 
respectively.

Plague and cholera in Amoy and vicinity. 


Amoy, CHINA, June 17, 1902. 


Str: I have the honor to inclose herewith a copy of a_ letter 
received to-day from Dr. J. A. Otte, Reformed Church of America 
Mission, concerning cholera and plague conditions in and around Amoy. 
This is the first year since 1895 that we have not had an epidemic of 
bubonic plague. Last year at this time we were having over 100 cases 
aday. For the past month we have had numerous cases of cholera, 
but it is gradually on the decrease.

Str: Plague has been prevalent in Amoy since 1895. I can find no reliable proof that 

it ever visited Amoy before this. Chinese history, however, records a very fatal epi- 
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demic some three hundred years ago. This is supposed to have been bubonic plague. 
Until this year (1902) no other epidemic has visited Amoy while plague existed. Of 
endemic cholera and smallpox there have heen a few cases each year. In 1895 there 
were so many cases of cholera that at one time it was feared it would become epidemic. 
This year (1902) there have been so many cases of cholera that at one time it was feared 
it would become epidemic. This year (1902) there have been so many cases of cholera 
that for all practical purposes it may be said to be epidemic. On the other hand there 
are fewer cases of plague itself than there have been since it appeared in 1895. In 
Tongan and Choanchew, however, there are at present more cases of plague than in any 
previous year. In Choanchew both plague and cholera are epidemic, though there 
are fewer cases of both diseases than in ordinary epidemics. 

It is impossible to get accurate statistics of the number of deaths that have occurred 
from plague in Amoy since its inception. Dr. Tan Thien-un, a very close observer, 
estimates the number of deaths from plague each year as over 6,000. He estimates the 
population of Amoy to be 300,000, This would give us 2 per cent per annum, which is, 
I think, too low an estimate. That Dr. Tan’s estimate is not exaggerated is proved by 
absolutely accurate statistics which I have of the number of deaths from plague among 
our Christians and adherents in the Tongan district. Of 300 church members (living 
in dozens of villages) 63, or 21 per cent, have died from plague in seven years. In the 
month of May alone 20 out of the 300 Christians and adherents have this year died of 
plague. From these statistics we can get a fair idea of the number of deaths from 
plague in the Choanchew and Chiangchew prefectures during the seven years it has 
prevailed.

SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: Cholera increasing here. About 30 foreign 
cases ; unknown, but large number of natives dying daily.—GoopNow. 

During the week ended June 15 the municipal physician reported 
150 deaths from diarrhea among natives. During the week ended 
June 27 he reports 181 deaths of natives from cholera, dysentery, and 
diarrhea. 

I am unable to believe these figures to be correct. During the week 
ended June 15 the Ningpo Guild, of 50,000 members, buried 225 people, 
who were too poor to buy their own coffins, members of that guild. 
During the past week they have buried ———. The authorities of the 
guild say that these cases are all from cholera. 

Hangchow, Soochow, Wusieh, Changchow, Kiangyin, and Chinkiang 
are suffering from cholera worse than is Shanghai, and yet, from the 
figures of the guild given above, I am forced to believe that from 200 to 
300 Chinese are dying daily from cholera. The foreign physicians say 
that 2 to 4 foreigners are dying daily.

Report from Yokohama—Cholera in Saga Ken. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, June 28, 1902. 
Str: I have the honor to transmit herewith abstract of bills of health 
issued at this office during the week ended June 21, 1902. Bills of health 
were issued to 6 vessels with a personnel of 716 passengers and 445 crew; 
461 steerage passengers were bathed and their baggage was disinfected 
by formaldehyd. Yokohama remains free from quarantinable disease. 
The cholera situation in Saga Ken shows no tendency to improves 
ment; on the contrary, the disease seems to be sprez ading. From the 
beginning of the epidemic ( (about June 1) to June 20, 41 cases have been 
reported with 15 deaths. It is deemed probable that the infection was 
introduced from Shanghai. The great majority of Japanese emigraut- 
bound for Hawaii and the United States take ship at Yokohama; a 
136 
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large percentage of these come from the island of Kyushu, fortunately 
only a small number, as a rule, from the infected prefecture. 

It is understood that the Japanese authorities are acting energetically 
to prevent the progress of the epidemic. 

A case of cholera, terminating fatally on the 15th instant, is reported 
from Iki Gori, Nagasaki Ken.

Report from Yokohama—Cholera in Saga Ken, Nagasaki Ken, Tokyo Fu, 
and Formosa. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, June 28, 1902. 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith abstract of bills of health 
issued at this office during the week ended June 28, 1902. There were 
inspected 6 vessels with a personnel of 407 crew and 834 passengers ; 
554 steerage passengers were bathed and 712 pieces of steerage baggage 
were disinfected by formaldehyd. The port of Yokohama remains 
free from quarantivable disease. 

Klsewhere in the Empire of Japan the cholera situation is becoming 
more threatening. Reports received up to June 27 show for Saga Ken, 
where the disease first appeared, from outbreak to date, 47 cases, with 
26 deaths ; Nagasaki Ken, 3 cases, 2 deaths; the island of Formosa, 11 
cases, 5 deaths; Tokyo Fu, 5 cases, 3 deaths. 

The presence of cholera in Tokyo has an important bearing on the 
work of the Service at this port, only 18 miles distant by rail. It is 
noted that the diagnosis has been confirmed bacteriologically and that 
cases have occurred in widely separated districts of the city. 

Passengers for the United States who may have been exposed to 
infection are detained under observation here for five days ; invoices 
are being carefully scrutinized, although it is believed that at 
present the danger of the spread of the contagion through freight is 
practically nil. Correspondence with Acting Assistant Surgeon Fowler 
at Kobe shows that he is enforcing restrictive measures similar to those 
existing here. I take pleasure in acknowledging valuable information 
received from United States Consul Harris at Nayasaki relative to the 
cholera situation in his district. It should be mentioned that the cuses 
of cholera reported from Nagasaki Ken possess very limited significance 
for quarantine officers abroad. Two of the cases, it seems, occurred 
on the small island of 1ki, against which the rest of Japan maintains 
quarantine, and 1 case on a detained vessel. 

Rather numerous cases of plague are from time to time reported from 
Taipet and elsewhere in Formosa, but no detailed report has recently 
been received.
